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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 1, 3 and 7, applicants argue 
that Bridges fail to disclose "infroming, by the portable radio telephone, to a mobile switching center if the portable radio telephone is 
deviated form the home zone". However, applicants' argument is not persuasive because the mobile station provides information to the 
intelligent roaming information and the database update new intelligent roaming information (see col. 20 lines 64-67, col. 21 lines 44-46 
and col. 30 lines 6-14). 

Claims 12 and 16, allowable. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claim 12, none of the prior art of record teaches "comparing a sector of a currently tuned base transceiver station from 
the signal received by the receiving section" as cited in the claiml. 

Regarding claim 15, none of prior art of record teaches "comparing section for checking whether the portable radio telephone 
deviates from the home zone by detecting a psudo noise code of a currently tuned BTS" as cited in the claims. 
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
